build and keep in repair suitable buildings for the accommodation 
“of schools, and for other school purposes; they were also authorized 
to increase the amount of taxation, if sufficient means could not We 
obtained for the object contemplated by the rate of tax mentioned, 
to any rate not exceéüing thiee per cenf., ns should be decided by 
a vote of two-thirds of the tax payers voting at a mecting called for 
thé purpose; also, by the same section, and in a similar mantet, a 
sum fiot exceeding one per cent. per annum was authorized to 
askessed, to pay teachers, supply books and furnish other necessary 
‘adjuncts to schools. . 
hi$ Act undoubtedly “looked to the establishment of Frec 
Sehools, but as thie first section of it left ít to the option of ‘the ïn- 
habitants ef the several districts, whether they should give effect 
to'the provisions of the Att or not, that object has been far from 
attained. ? 
The organization of sehiooleas they now exist, is based mon a 
combination of the plans by which Select and Common. Schools 
are supported; taxation, tuition fees, and voluntary contributions 
beihg resorted to in order'to procure means to, carry them on, but I 
m Tot informed ‘ofthe existence of a single Free ‘School in the 
erritory. ; 
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Upon referring to the yearly. 1eport made by the Superintendent 
of Common Schools to your body forthe year 1867, 1t wall be pb- 
served that the number of ehildren between the ages of four.and 
sixteen years, residing in the 161 districts furnishing returns to 
him, was 21,316, of whom, only 12,539 were enrolled as attending 
school, Here, asın, every State and Territory, there 1s a class of 
persons living, who are in indigent circumstances, and to whom to 

ay the smallest amount for the education. of their children, would 
be a burden, Others, from not fully considering the subject, are 
not aware of the importance of education, and consequently allow 
their children to giow up in ignorance, rather than furnish the 
means for their 1mpiovement, and it 1s presumed that the large per 
«entage of children not being educated is owing to the existence of 
these classes 1n qur midst. EP . e 

In his report. for the year 1864, the Superintendent states that he 
“does not favor education by taxation, because, while:the genti- 
ments of the people aie favorable to education, they are equally 
unfavorable to taxation,” and that “while under the present regu- 
lations many tax themselves from one to four per cent. and pay it 
willingly to the school teacher, would feel very differently were 
the Tenitory to asume the assessment and collection of sucha 
heavy tax." > While taxation 18 conceded to be vexatious, 15 is sub- 
mittéd whether, considering the great 1mportance of the subject, 16 
is better to allow the prejudice of afew agamst paying a required 
amount to a Territorial officer, to subvert the interests of the pub- 
he generally, by depriving a portion of the children of the Territo- 
ry of school piivileges. : 

All classes of persons are interested, directly or indirectly, in the 
establishment ot Free Schools—direetly by having children of then - 
own to educate, or indirectly by the obligations under which every 
member of society is placed to favor all enterprises tending to the 
common weal. By an equal assessment on taxable property, a» 
eohtemplated by the Act of 1866, itis presumed that sufficient 
means might be procured to extend the facilities for education to 

‘every child in the Territory—affording to the rich and poor an 

equal chance at the fountain ot knowledge. t 

t is therefore suggested that the Act of 1866 be amended, so as to 
allow the assessment and collection of a sum sufficient for the sup- 
port of Free Sehools'throughout the Territory, to be assessed in con- 
nection with other Territorial taxes, and that the provisions of the 
same be required to be carried out. 


MEMORIALS TO CONGRESS. 


Our Honorable Delegate succeeded, upon the representations 
made in the Memorial addressed to that body at the last sesssion 
of the Assembly, in obtaining prompt action upon a bill for the es- 
tablishment of a Land Office for the Territory, which is a matter 
of congratulation, ; 

.However, owing to the fact that the corners established by the 
different parties employed in the survey of the Publio Lands. in the 
Territory having been of so unsubstantial a character, that but 
few, if any of them, can be found in existence, à re-survey will 

: have to be made before settlers enn proqure a completo. title to their 
lands from the Government. This.fact, I am informed by the Sur- 
veyor-General of the or et ers been brought to the notice of 
the proper authorities in Washington, with the suggestion that the

money appropriated at the last session of Congress for Public, Sur- 
veys be used in a re-survey of such portions of the Publie Lands 
found to be available for settlement nnd cultivation. Should this 
not be authorized, I would suggest that Congress be memorialized 
to make an appropriation of $60,000 for the purpose, that sum be- 
ing considered necessary by the Surveyor-General. 

The building now being used for the confinement of Peniten- 
tiary convicts is notof sufficient size, and improper ventilation 
šad other causes, render if unsuitable for that purpose, and it is 
suggested that a memorial be addressed to Congress, asking that 
the Internal Revenue derived from this Territory, for a period of 
sufficient length to obtain the requisite amount, be set aside for 
the purpose of providing the necessary Penitentiary accommoda- 
tions, Appro riations of this character have been made by Con- 
gress for the Territories of Montana and Idaho, and no good reason 
seems to exist why a like policy should not:be extended to this 

erritory. 


CONFINEMENT OF PRISONERS. 


There is a. want of of legislation providing for the reception and 
sustenance of prisoners brought from other Counties in the Terri- 
tory to be confined in prisons situated in the County of Salt Lake. 

he lack of secure places of confinement throughout the Territo- 
ry, necessitatea the commitment of nearly all persons whose im- 
prisonment becomes neccessary, to the prison provided in this 


In the cases of offenders against the laws of the Territory, I am 
informed that it is the practice to receive and keep them, e arging 
the cost of their keeping to the respective Counties from which 
they are sent. 
This is the correct course of proceeding; but while it is not au- 
thorized by legislative enactment, officers of prisons are not com- 
pelled to receive those committed to their care from places outside 


~of a certain limit, thus leaving it in a manner discretionary with a 


mere Ininisteral officer, whether persons brought to them shall be 


-_inearcerated or not. 


More particularly is the want of legislation felt in enses where 
offenders against the laws of the United States are concerned. 

- Section eight, of an Act in relation to the Penitentiary, approved 
Jan. 20, 1860, provides that the Warden “shall receive ail persons 
duly committed, but probably on account of a te-imbursement of 
the necessary expense of keeping a prisoner of this kind, not being 
soreadily or easily secured as in the caseof a Territorial offender,of- 
ficers of the Territorial Penitentiary have repeatedly refused to re- 


' ceive persons committed to their charge by United States officials. 


No other place being provided for their confinement, the result of 
this is, that they have had to be either turned loose, without an 
rtunity being given of having their guilt or innocenee estab- 
lished, or turned over to the military authorities to be cared for. 
The injustice of the former course, both tothe person and to the 
public, is apparent to all, and thé latter course should never be 
pursued, except in cases where the civil authorities are incapable 
of enforcing the civil laws of the country. 
Provisions should be made whereby all persons committed by 
eompetent authority, and in a proper manner, can be confined at 
the expense of the Territory, subject to reimbursement from the

spectfully submitted for your consideration.

The Interest Law passed by your Honorable body at its last ses- 
sion, declares “That it shall not.be lawful to take more than ten 
per cènt. interest per annum, when the amount of interest has not 

en specified or agreed upon,” —— , 3 . . 

According to the legal construction put upon the language of this 
Act, a creditor is obliged to prove the amount of damages sustained 
by him to have amounted to ten per cent, per annum of his claim, 
in all cases where the rate of interest has not been specified, , in 
order to be able to collect that amount; and although in no such 
cases can. more [han ten per cent. per annum be collected, yet 1t is 

resumed that your intention was to avoid trouble and delay in 

itigation, by declaring expressly the rate of. interest creditors 
should receive when it is not specified. It is therefore necessary 
that the Act in question be amended, in order to give it the effica- 
ey intended. 2 , 
LIMITED PARTNERSHIPS. . 

The first section of an Act concerniug Partnerships passed by the 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory, approvéd Jan. 14, 1857, pio- 
vides that “the private property of persons engaged in co- er- 
ghips shall be held liable for the debts of the firm, when the part- 
nership property shall prove insufficient to pay them.” “+ 

This section 13 but an affirmance of a common law principle, but 
its applicability to the interests of a community, in view of the in- 
creased extent and value of investmenis:in commercial enterprises 
has been questioned. In many States of the Union, the contrary 
doctrine has been enacted, and it is suggested that the statute men- 
tioned be amended, so as io make persons entering into partner- 
ships liable to ereditors of the firm, as such, only to a certain fixed 
sum, the amount of which shall be the subject ofagreement between 
the parties, and made known in a manner which may also be pro- . 
vided for. ? ; -

GENERAL INCORPORATION ACT. .. 


A law passed by Congress, March 2, 1867, .:prohibitsthe TLegisla- 
tures of the different Territories from granting private charters or 
especial privileges, but they may, in the language of the statute, 
"By general Incorporation Acts, permit persons to assoviate them- 
selves together-as bodies corporate, for mining, nianufaeturing, and 
other industrial pursuits.” — : ‘oe "os 

An ‘Act of that charactér, properly defining the rights, powers 
and liabilities of the stockholders, ‘would be of great utility in for- 
warding the commercial ‘and other ititérests of the people, and 
should be‘incorporated among the Statutes of this Territory. - 
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According to the common law, a mechanic who labors in erect- 
ing or repairing buildings, has no lien'upon such property, to se- 
‘cure à proper rémunetátion forlis work. ’> è ' 
^ Generally, laws of this character extend the lien to the land 
on which the buildings may be situnted, and it is respectfully sas- 
gested that such a provision be made a patt of any legislation you 
may see fit to enter inte respecting the subject. " — ' :

- -Owing to the hostile position assumed by many Indian tribes of 
the Western Territories, a stringent policy had had to be M AN 
by the wiilitary authorities of the country infested by them, ‘That 
it shquld ‘seem necessary to prosecute a severe and bloody war 
ugainst such refractory tribes before a lasting peace ean be secured 
with them, the dictates of humanity cause regret, and lead to the 
expression of the hope that the necessity will not long exist. 
onsidering the number of Indians residing in this Territory, it 
is a subject of congratulation that so httle trouble has been lately 
experienced in dealing with them, and the effect ofa change of 
the administration of their affairs from the Interior to the War 
Department, or to a separate Bureau, as contemplated by bills now 
pending before Congress, should be regarded with interest. 


^ PACIFIC RAILROAD, MINERAL RESOURCES, ETC. 


The considefation of matters of public moment would be incom- 
plete, did I not refer tothe progress madé in the construction of 
the Pacific Railroad. Durfng the past year nearly 1,000 miles of 
the two branches of this entetprise have been built, and only about 
300 miles remain to be constructed to complete the line of commu- 
nication across the continent. : 

The advantages to'be derived from the building of this road can- 


== hot be fully foreseen as yet. By it the welfare of the entire Union 


will be advanced, inasmuch as it must enhance the national wealth 
and assimilate to a greater degree the interests of the -Bast and 
West, by tending to infuse into every class of people uniformity of 
progress in knowledge, ind ‘similarity’ of character. It becomes 
particularly of local importance to the people of the West from 
the facilities it affords for immigration, exportation ef products, 
and MODO OE of neoessities, and every 'branch of our social and 
political life must consequently feel the influence ofits existence. 
: The Territory of Utah, comprises an extent of country rich in 
minerals, capable, in process of development, of placing it amon 

the first of the Western Territories in, respect to population anc 

wealth. The Pacific Railroad will afford great advantages for that 
desirable result to be ebtained, if the proper inducements are, held 
forth to capitalista te invest their means in developing our mings, 
and mechanics and laborers to settle among us, eretofore, but

Gentlemen:—In the Territorial appropriation bill, approved, 
Feb. 21st; 1868, it was provided that the sum of $1500.00, be expen 
ded under my direction “for altering and improving the road be- 
tween Beaver Dam Wash and the Muddy." Also $1000.00 “for 
changing, marking and improving the road between Kanarah and 
Harrisburg." ^: > 

In relation to the manner in which this trust has been executed, 
I would respectfully represent that the old route to the Muddy lay 
along the Rio Virgen, which stream it crossed many times to avoid 
perpendicular cliffs. "These crossings dre mostly quicksand, and 
during high water, are dangerous, and at times, impassable, sever- 
al loads of freight having been lost, and three persons drowned in 
the river within the last few years. To avoid this, I explored and 
located a new road, diverging from the old one, just beyond the 
mountam spur west of St. George, crossing the, Beaver Dam Wash 
seven miles above its mouth, rising the bench and continuing a 
little south of west to the south base of the Muddy Peak, from 


which point, we located one road south to St. Joseph, and another ' 


north of west to the Upper Muddy. Thuis route 18 about the same 
(stance as the old one to St. Thomas, ten miles shorter to St. 
Joseph, and twenty tothe DEO Muddy. In mising on to the Mud- 
dy bench and descending from it, as well as in crossing some 
gulehes emptying into the river, several extensive dugways had to 
be made. I let some jobs, and employed some hands by the day, 
and opened the road for travel about the first of May. During the 
summer, the only watering place upon this route failed, and we 
were under the necessity of sinking a well at considerable expense, 
The first ampt was a failure, but the second successful. Total 
amount expended on the road, including the well and its appur- 
tenances, is two thousand, one hundred and thirty-five dollars and 
forty-seven cents, being $635.47 in excess of the appropriation. 

The old road between Kanarah and Harrisburg, built by dona- 
tions from Washington and Kane counties, was unfortunately Io- 
eated and had become almost impassable. On examination in 
March, it was found that to put the old road in repair would re- 
quire an outlay far exceeding the' appropriation, and then would 
not be where all good judges now thought it should be located. 

After consulting with the Auditor and Commissioner, and other 
leading citizens, it was decided to locate a new road down the east 
side of Ash creek and make the first and most difficult sécrtion at 
once, and trust to the Legislature to make a further Appro ration 
to coyer the expense, This road was opene to the pubhc in June 
and though unfinished, affords general satisfaction. The amount’ 
expended is $5551 09, being $4551 09 in excess of: appropriation. 
Most of this sum is due the asgessor and collector of, Washington 
county, the labor being largely applied in payment of taxes:

STATISTICS. 


The collection of school returns, which hitherto has been at- 
tended with much difficulty, has this season been almost impoesi- 
ble, in consequence of the absence of so many of the ‘Prustees, wlio 


have been engaged directly or indirectly in the construction of the 


great national railroad. Returns have, however, at a very late 
date, been obtained, which, in several counties, sre incomplete. 
From Summit County there is no report whatever. The import- 
ance, however, of obtaining and forwarding reports punctually, 
must not be forgotten, as ıt forms a valuable feature in connection 
with our school interests, and one which has not been overlooked 
by your honorable body: ] 


VISITING SCHOOLS—MORAL TRAINING ENCOURAGCD, 


. The Supenntendent has taken much pleasure in visiting and 
inspecting the schools in most of the leading counties of the Ter- 
rtory. Whileontbese visits he bas enjoyed many opportunities 
of advising with County Superintendents and Trustees in relation 
to their respective sectional school interests, and is happy to note 
that unanimity generally characterize the efforts of the school 
authorities. He has also enjoyed many opportunities of intro- 
ducing and canvassing the subject of education before the people 
and feels conscious that his feeble efforts in that direction will 
bring forth fruit which will be produétive of good to our school 
interests. The morahty and manners of the pupils have not been 
forgotten. ‘hese have been placed in the foreground as, in many 
instances, he found that little interest had been manifested by 
school teachers in relation thereto, and where these are neglected 
the educatidnal picture must be defective.

When Pittman's system of phonetics was introduced in Illinois 
by Mr. Geo.

It has been asserted that Enghsh orthography 19 defective; 
wherein will be readily observed, when it 1s remembered that there 
are only twenty-six letters in the alphabet, ta represent the forty 
elementary sounds, philologists affirm, there are heard in speaking 
the English tongue. To supply this defect it becomes necessary 
that some letters represent more than ane sound; and letters are 
combined to repiesent sounds for which there are no angh repre- 
sentatives, Forinstauce: In Appleton’s new American Eneyclo- 
pedia, it is asserted that the letter a "represents at least seven dis- 
tinct simple sounds of the voice" which “are heard in the words 
mate, mat, mare, mart, ball, many, what. Other distinct sounds 
are denoted by this letter when used in proper names, a remarka- 
ble instance of which is the famous strect in London, spelled Pall 
Mall, which is pronounced Pell Mell. The letter a is also frequent- 
ly edupled with other letters to eat the same simple elemen- 
tary sound thatit does when standing alone—as in the words mand, 
peut and straight. It is often found united with other Jetters, also 
whea it represents no sound at all, or has, in fact, lost its local 
value entirely, asin the words boat, beat arid beauty. In proper 
names the useof sin combination with other vowel letters is somé- 
times quite ludicrous; as in the distinguished English bame spelt 
Benuchamp, and pronounced Beecham. The primary’sound of the 
letéer a (as in mute) ia also represented in thirty-three different 
ways, by combinations of nine other letters.

—Recognizing, as I do, the necessity for a. well digested gen- 
eral Incorporation Law, L regret to be constrained to withhold my 
signature from the act entitled, “An act for general incorporations 
for oe iary profit.” : 

hether wisely or unwisely, Congress, by the act of March 2d, 
1867, has deemed it proper to restriet the Legislatures of the sev- 
etal Territories to the enactment of general incorporation laws for ~ 
bci Agricultural, and other indusírial puer ' The act 
herewith returned far transcends the most liberal construction 
which can be placed upon this restricted grant of power. 
The first section provides that‘‘Any twoor more persons may 
ome an incorporated. body for the transaction ot any lavful 
business,” including mere mercantile adventures. Any two per- 
sons engaged in any business not in itself, or by statutory enaci- 
ment, unlawful, máy become incorporated and vested with all the 
extensive privileges conferred, or sougt to be conferred by this act. 

It is a rule of construction, too well settled by the courts to be 
passed unheeded, that the general words of a statute are controlled 
and limited by specifications theremafter contained; and, also, 
that where there are particular words referring to persons, things, 
or pursuits, the addition of the words, ‘other persons, or things, 

or pursuits,” apphes only to others of alike character. It cannot 
be doubted, therefore, that the Teritorial Legislature is restricted 

by the act of Congress, first/to the incorporation by general law 
of bodies for ‘mining, agricultural, and other industrial pursuits." 


|

| 
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Secondly, that "the other industrial pursuits " mentioned refer to 
pursuits or arts of industry of a similar character, requiring the 
expenditure of large capital, and not susceptible of being carried 
on by individual enterprise. In this view, and I respectfully sub- 
mit that the rulings of the courts have been uniform on the sub- 
ject, the most latitudinous constrnetion of the act of Congress 
could not be held to authorize the Legislature to incorporate bodies 
for every, the most trivial, pursuit; yet, ns, before observed, the 
act herewith returned, 1n terms, would authorize such corporations 
if it became a law. ; - 

I may further remark, that even in the Sovereign States, under 
the most liberal constitutions, I have no remembrance, nor have I 
been able to find any instance, under either general or special laws, 
of incorporations tor merely mercantile or trading operations, 
These seem to have been left to the individual enterpiise and re- 
sponsibility of citizens, as being within the scope of their means 
singly, or combined in partnership, or Joint stock associations. I 
eannot doubt that the restrictions on Territorial Legislative au- 
thority, so manifestly embodied 1n the act of Congress referred to, 
were dictated by these views, and for similar reasons. 

But I beg to call your attention toother, and perhaps not less se- 
rious defects in the proposed legislation, The act proposes to con- 
fer the enlarged privileges of incorporation on any twoor more 
persons desiring 1t, for any lawful object whatever, and instead of 
guarding the interests of the public, by wholesome and necessary 
restrictions, throws down the defenses the law would otherwise 
secure for them, in dealing with natural persons or partnerships. 
The fifth clause of section two, empowers the corporation ‘‘to ex- 
empt the private property of its members from liability for corpor- 
ate debts, except as herein otherwisedeclared," and the7th elauseof 
section five provides, that the notice to be published shall—and 
therefore may—state ‘whether private property is to be exempt 
from the corporate debts. Thus it is left to the option of the 
“two or more persons" becoming incorporated, to divest them- 
selves from all liability for debts incurred, whereas if not ineorp- 
ora ted, their individual liability, as members of a partnership, or 
joint stock association, would have been, atleast, some guarantee 
that their debts would be paid. 

Ithinkit not improbable that the nineteenth section was de- 
signed to remedy so glaring an evil, and as some sort of preventive 
to abuse of the corporate privileges sought to be conferred; but & 
careful examination of the section has convinced me that it fails of 
its apparent object. Section 19 reads as follows: ‘See. 19.—Noth- 
ing herein contained shall exempt the stockholders of any corpor- 
ation from individual liability, to the amount of the unpaid in- 
stallment on the stock owned by them, or transferred by them for 
the purpose of defrauding creditors, abd an execution against the 
company may to that extent be levied upon such private property 
of any individual.’ This would seem to make the stockholder 
individually liable to the extent of the "unpaid installments on 
the stock owned by him," but exempt him from all liability on his 
paid up stock, whether the latter had been dissipated or squand- 
ered, ornot. It would be a wise, as itis a usual provision of such 
lawa, to make the stockholders individually liable to the amount, 
or double the amount of their stock, But it will be observed that 
by the termaof the preceeding section, the "two or more persons,"

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upon filing their articles of incorporation in the County Recorder's 
Office, and publishing the required notice, thereby become a body 
corporate, and can commence business, although not a dollar may 
have been paid in as capital stock. AJN they have to do, so far as 
this is concerned, is to declarethe proposed amount of their capital 
stock, and then ıt 1s provided that their debts shall not exceed two 
thirds of such declared capital stock; but there is no time fixed 
within which the whole amount, or any part of such ¢capital:stock 
shall be paid in. It is submitted that the omission of such needed 
provisions and. checks, leayes too wide open the door for the mo-t 
reckless and disastrous speculation on the part of any “two or 
more persons" who may desire to avail themselves of the liberal 


ty behind the law. 


people without retaining in their own hands the effective means of 
correcting abuses and evils which may not now be anticipated. 
(nthe brief time allowed me for an examunation of this act, 
one other ORI HOD has occurred to my mind, namely: that the 
eorporate bodies permitted to be formed by the act, are not in an 
manner restricted as to the amount of real estate they may hold. 
Itis usual in sych laws, and I think it a wise provision, tore- 
strict all corporate bodies for ordinary purposes, to the purchase 
and hoiding of real estate sufficient for the objects for which they 
may be organized.
